Installing Visual Studio 6.0 


Insert Disc 1 into your computer's CD-ROM drive and the 
Visual Studio Installation Wizard starts automatically. 
You can use the Wizard for initial product install and for 
later additions or modifications. The Installation Wizard 
also enables you to install the MSDN Library. If the 
Wizard does not open automatically, you can use the 
Setup.exe at the root of Disc 1. 


Installing Visual Studio 6.0 with 
Windows NT 4 


The Installation Wizard will upgrade Microsoft® 
Windows NT® with SP3 if it is not already installed. 


Installing Microsoft Internet Explorer 


The Visual Studio Installation Wizard will install the latest 
version of Microsoft” Internet Explorer 4, which provides 
many essential components: the newest version of 
Microsoft® Virtual Machine for Java, the latest user 
interface and common control libraries, and upgrades to 
the HTML-based online Help system. 


Installing Developer Editions of the 
Server Applications 


To facilitate developing and testing server-based 
applications, many Microsoft Server products are included 
with Visual Studio. They can be installed through the 
Installation Wizard. 


Installing with Visual Studio 97 


Visual Studio 6.0 is designed so that you can run it on the 
same computer as Visual Studio 97. To conserve space, 
you may want to uninstall Visual Studio 97 before running 
the Installation Wizard. The Wizard will suggest removing 
previous versions if it detects any on your computer. For 
additional instructions, refer to the Visual Studio Readme 
(readmeVS.htm). 


Restarts During Installation 


During installation, you will be required to restart your 
computer. The Wizard will automatically return you to the 
right step in the installation process. For details, see the 
Readme.

In addition to its core products, the Enterprise Edition of 
Visual Studio ships key development tools such as 
Microsoft Visual Database Tools, Visual Component, 
Manager, Visual Studio Analyzer, and the Microsoft® 
ActiveX™ Control Writer's Resource Kit. 
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Some of these tools are documented in the Visual Studio 
Documentation set, and others in the Tools and 
Technologies set. You can access the documentation for 
each tool from the Table of Contents (TOC) or by using 
the links in the Visual Studio Documentation Map.
